ago, Charles Mason anti Jeremiah 


Dixon emerged from England, 


appeared in Philadelphia, and pre* 


pared to draw a boundary line 
originally intended to divide the 
lands of Baltimore ami Penn. One 
story is that tliey pushed west­ 
ward with their surveying, en* 
fountrml unfriendly Indians, and 
decided to turn back. 
Anyway, they thought they had 
done sufficient work—and so re 
turned to England. But liefore 
they left they had immortalized 
themselves and had perpetuated 
their names in connection with a 
boundary that was to become the 
great Chinese Wall of the nation. 
Tin* Maryland Genera! Assem­ 
bly the other day concluded that 
too much of the M uon-Dixon 
line is actually lost and that the 
legal difficulties are arising ti ai 
often. 
For example, a hunter stopped 
by a Maryland warden in tin 
vicinity of the line between Mait­ 
land and Pennsylvania may claim 
lie is on Pennsylvania territory. 
The same ijuestion arises iii (In­ 
case of fires. Iii what state is the 
fire? Tin* same problem may crop 
up when a crime is committed ut 
th vicinity of the border. 
So a survey is to lie started by 
Maryland to determine whether a 
new boundary line is to tm drawn. 
So far so g»»od from a pi act teal 
point of view, lait?! anyone thinks 
the Mason-Dixon line has really 
bren olditerated,* be is greatly 
mistaken. 
Tile Mason-Dixon line is as 
distinct as ever in the nation's 
political life. Congressmen know 
that. S i do tile people. Mason 
and Dixon drew a line more dis­ 
tinct and more lasting than they 
ever dreamed.
